28. Regulations 1.1, 8.1 and 11.1 for Ph.D. degree in the 
faculty of Medical Sciences at pages 400 and 402-403 of the 
Calendar, Volume II, 1981, shall read as under ; 

1.1 A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
n the Faculty of Medical Sciences shall have obtained from 
his University, the degree of— 

(i) Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery for 
Ph.D. in Medical Subjects; or

This would apply to all the subjects provided that 
n exceptionally meritorious cases, a candidate mav be allow¬

11.1 A candidate who is unable to complete bis research 
work and thesis within the time allowed bv these Regulations 
nay apply, through his Supervisor and Head of the depart¬ 
ment concerned, for grant of extension.

Tf the thesis is received after the prescribed period, the 
Dean of the Faculty may condone delay, up to three months.

29. Regulations for Master of Business Administration

(ii) Two years whole time executive experience in a 
commercial or Industrial establishment after passing 
the qualifying examination as given above. Mem¬ 
bers of all India or State Administrative /Technical 
Services and Defence Personnel holding administra¬ 
tive posts with not less than 2 years executive ex¬ 
perience will also be eligible. Organisational spon¬ 
sorship is essential.

(b) has her name submitted to the Registrar by the 
Principal of the College she has most recently 
attended and produces the following certificate 
signed by the Principal of the college :—

(ii) of having been on the rolls of an affiliated 
college for the academic year preceding the 
examination; 

(iii) of having attended not less than 66 per cent 
of the lectures leiivered and the practicals 
held for each of the subjects in which she is 
to be examined.
